ing down.” 
Mr. Carlson, who was mayor of 
Jamestown, a city of 50,000. for 
twenty years, declared there are too 
many indifferent 
and uninformed 
voters in the large cities, who are 
easily swayed by politicians. To off­ 
set

condition, 
Mr. 
Carlson 
pointed out that proportional repre­ 
sentation in elections has proved a 
forward step toward successful city 
government. 
Krep Politics Oat 
The speaker declared that politics 
should have no part in municipal 
government, deploring the “strangle 
hold” Influential politicians have on 
many cities 
He said civil service 
reforms and 
the enfranchisement 
of women have not brought about 
the relief expected of them. 
“Peo­ 
ple want nothing new’ in 
govern­ 
ment, although in industry, busi­ 
ness. banking 
and 
other 
similar 
activities there is always a desire 
for the latest inventions and most 
modern improvements.’’ he added. 
Mr. Carlson decried the assess­ 
m ent methods in modem cities, and 
told of the scientific 
assessment 
system inaugurated with great suc­ 
cess in Jamestown.
